determine what is needed. 


Both Mr. Ellis and S. B. Way, .pres- 


ident of the Wisconsin Michigan Pow- 
er Cor, were emphatic that there will 
be no failure of transportation ser- 
vice when the electric cars are re- 
moved. 


"We will have every consideration 


for the convenience of passengers In 
the arrangement of bus schedules to 
replace the electric cars," Mr. Way- 
said In a. telephone conversation from 
Milwaukee. "The time of taking off 
the electric cars and the schedule's 
of. the busses,will be advertised and 
there will be np snap judgment in re- 
placing.--'the . electric .cars. 
Every- 


tlilhg we do will'be with due-regard 
to the convenience and'"-'comfort of 
passengers." 


"You may be surc.'we, won't let any- 


one walk," Mr. Ellis said. "We will 
arrange our schedules to suit the con- 
venience of the largest number of 
people." 


Busses will • supplant the 
electric 


cars on'the streets now served by the 
interurban lines, Mr. Ellis said. 
It 


is proposed to operate busses , over 
Oneida-st to Xorth-st and out of the 
city but it has not been definitely de- 
termined 
whethc:- the 
busses 
will 


leave the city via N. Meadc-st and E. 
Wisconsin-ave or whether th<jy will 
cross the Pacific-st bridge ar.d go out 
by way • of Leminwah-st. 
The pro- 


posed construction of a. viaduct on E. 
Wisconsin-ave may make it impos- 
sible to use the Meade-st route, it was 
said. 


Transportation service at least as 


good as that provided by the electric 
cars will be given. Mr. Ellis said. The 
change in route required by the buss- 
es may take transportation a little 
farther from some homes than it is 
now but it will be nearer other homes 
and busses will operate on schedules 
as accurate as those maintained by 
the cars.

THIS SAUERKRAUT INFATUATION 


Before -we thrust:a fork into Jt, I must confess 


that I am biased asalnst sauerkraut in every way, 
shupo or manner^ I don't like the stuff, and if I did 
like it I would -.neither drink it nor try to rub It 
through my pores as some sauerkraut savaiita would 
have us do. My, only rejrret Is that I can't come 
out plainly and frankly and say that sauerkraut 
disagrees with me, because unfortunately I have 
gone on record to the effect that nothing eve- dis- 
agrees with anybody. But at that, I can dispose, 
of a snifter .of sauerkraut with 'as much impunity" 
as any honest laborer, when I am working. That is 
to say, the stuff doesn't invariably give me dis- 
comfort around the Belgian Congo, though It gen- 
erally does.

It is gratifying, for me, to recall that only a fen- 


weeks ago (Monday, March 13) I rendered here a 
paean to cabbage.-1 told the world then, and I still 
believe, that a cabbage a day keeps the dentist away. 
But I was talking about fresh raw cabbage, of 
course. Not.thc-remains of cabbage after it has un- 
dergone fermentation, and lactic fermentation at 
that—the very kind that the old time dentists be- 
lieved, and what a'lot of old timers are still prac- 
ticing, responsibilo for cavities. That theory has 
been exploded. cvcn.Jhoucrh the news of the catas- 
trophe had not yet penetrated the ranks of the pro- 
fession. 


The sauerkraut people deserve no credit at all for 


supplying:; the trade with the staple. That's just 
plain business, and the man who imagines the pres- 
ent factory product -is better than the kind mother 
or grandma used to make is a -credulous goof in- 
deed. On the other hand, the sauerkraut people can- 
not be censored for their aggressiveness and their 
vigorous advertising campaign. Advertising is the 
life of business-or trade, and if your own custo- 
mers will not.advertise you sufficiently'"(as do ours 
in .the medical field), why, you've sot to so out 
into the market place and cry your wares or your 
worth yourself, as the banks, churches and other 
lines of business do. If we physicians of the exclu- 
sive regular :school are sufficiently advertised by our 
title andxour pleased patrons, it would surely be 
unkind of us to raise a superciliary .brow at the

cutting its death rate by such accidents. 
25 per cent; New Haven, Conn., t>y 33 
per cent; Springfield, Mass., by 36 per 
cent; and St. Louis, Mo~., by"30 per cent. 
The most notable accomplishment, how- 
ever, occurred -in Fort Wayne, Ind., 
Avhere about 58 per cent was shown. 


With such .creditable showing of the. 


benefits accomplished through concerted ! 
effort, Bother communities should be en- 
couraged to join in the movement until it 
is universal and. unified.

Senator Elaine's proposed amendment to the naval 


appropriation bill, calling for the withdrawal of tho 
United States Marines from Nicaragua by Christ- 
mas, and seeking to curb the President's power to 
use military forces abroad, is a fine illustration of 
the fact that the~T^>nstitutlon is a closed book to 
some senators. It would have been astonishing to 
tho legislators of other days to see a United States 
senator persisting in the display of Ignorance that 
would have shamed th$ schoolboys of Jefferson's or 
Jackson's time. 


Modern Senators have ressiled the public with 


amazing specimens of ignorance of constitutional 
law. but It remained for Senator Blainc of Wiscon- 
sin, to eclipse all records. He stands at the fore- 
front for the time being, as the possessor of the 
most impenetrable and hermetically scaled Ignor- 
ance that has ever stumbled into Congress. Ccrtian 
other senators seem to be inspired by Jealousy of 
the Wisconsin senator's preeminence, bat they can 
not hope to rival him. They are cursed by fugitive 
inklings of constitutional Information, forced upon1 
them by longer sojourns in Congress which unfit 
them for the role so perfectly performed by Mr.

Washington;'D. C. — Agitation^fo 


the cancellation of the war

Association. Favoring Reconsideration 
of the War Debts. A broadside o

Not the least interesting feature o 


this* movement is,tbe announcemen 
that,the Association has not"'paid ex 
ecutives 'or publicity agents.,'•'.'Propa- 
ganda without highly remunerated 
publicity experts and lobbying with 
out well-paid lobbyists are at

new and novel-to Washington, to say 
the least. Professionals whose .creed 
is to make hay while the sun-of pro- 
paganda shines view, this phase.of the 
movement with alarm.

The Association also makes it 


known that it has no membership 
fees or dues. It accepts contributions 
to a fund with which to meet the ex- 
penses of printing, postage, clerical 
work, and such like, but it emphasiz- 
es the fact that such 
contributions 


a'fe accepted from Americans only. 


In other words, it' is claimed that 


the movement is riot being financed 
in any degree by foreign governments 
or citizens who would be benefited 
should the United States cancel" the 
war debts or readjust the terms of 
settlement that have been agreed up- 
on. The big idea, it appears, is that 
.the question involved is one. that 
Americans. The plea is not stressed 
should be settled by Americans for 
that the United States should be len- 
ient with the Allies in the matter of 
the war debt because they are in a 
bad way financially and find it will be 
an .almost unbearable burden should 


payment be exacted. On the.contrary, 
•the primary arguments put forth are' 
to the effect .that .we-should exam- 
ine our national, conscience and be 
ashamed of ourselves .for ever taking 
the position that our-Allies owed us 
anything. 
CANCELLATION NOT ACTUALLY 


ASKED 


As a matter of fact, concellation of 


the war debts is not actually asked 
by the Association, although in all 
fairness it may be assumed.that that 
is the ultimate objective it is seeking.

"That the 
advances benefited our Allies is also 
admitted," he adds, "but we claim

iod, when our armies were inactive 
rendered by their armies, during that 
period- in holding.-.the enemy, and re- 
ducing .its .life-destroying power.

tho swimming pools and bathing 
beaches will begin again to attract 
their thousands and hundreds of 
thousand;!. Instead of the few 
-who 


dcvolc themselves to this sport dur- 
injr Ihe winter. 


Swimming is 
gaining 
increasing 


popularity as a wholesome form of 
physical exercise and relaxation, and 
the swimming pool is now associat- 
ed with all sorts of clubs, athletic 
institutions, schools and other estab- 
lishments that promote physical tvcl 
fare. 


Because of tho contacts made In 


swimming pools and because of tho 
possibility of contamination of the 
water, problems of hysicne are such 
as have taxed the ingenuity of san- 
itarians, Records are available of epi- 
demics of grip, cold, sore throat, in- 
jections of the car and of the sWn 
due to swimming pool contamination. 


CHLORINE IN WATER 


Several methods are available for 


the sanitary control of the water. The 
ase- of chlorine, •which is one ot the 
outstanding methods,' has not solved 
the question entirely, as it has the 
Question of supplying pure water for 


:: purposes. The drinking wa-

swimming pool cblorinatlon has been 
used to control the infection. The pool 
is of standard size, 50 feet long and 
20 feet feet wide, lined with glazed 
white tile and has a capacity of 50,- 
000 gallons. 


The top of the pool is. two feet 


higher than the floor and Js surround- 
ed by a walkway six feet wide, and 
•with the center slightly lower than 
either tho edge near the pool or the 
one at the outer edge of the walkway. 


Thus water from the edge of tha 


pool is drained away through a sewer 
and cannot enter the pool or flow off 
on to the floor. It is impossible to 
get to 
the pool 
without 'passing 


through a shower bath situated. at the 
shallow end. 


FILTRATION 


- Once each day the /water is filtered, 
being taken out near the bottom of 
the deep end and pumped thrpngh a 
filter, then through a heater, then 
chlorinated and carried to the shal- 
low cnd_ of the pool. Tho water from 
a nearby lake is used for the pool. Ap- 
proximately '2000 persons use the. pool 
each week. Kach person is requirec 
to take a soap and water shower bath 
before" entering. 


Tho pool is cleaned and scrubbed 


thoroughly •when tho -water is chang- 
ed: the entire •walkway around the 
pool Is cleaned several " times daily. 
Sediment is removed each week froia 
the bottom of the pool and a scum 
rail removes dust which collects dur- 
ing the nieht on the top of the water. 


RKGARD FOR THE EYES

3Ieanwhile, the only thing we could 
do was to fight with the money and 
munitions which we supplied to our 
Allies. 
- Since the war. was -' our war from 
the day we declared ourselves in, Mr. 
Peabody and 'his associates argue, 
we should -no. more call upon our 
Allies to repay us money we supplied 
them 'subsequent to April 
6," 1917, 


than we should ajsk them to remun- 
erate us for .the American lives lost 
when we got into the'real fighting. 


"It being incontro'yertible," says 


Mr. Peabody, "that the Allies, dur- 
ing the fifteen months of our inac- 
tivity, were fighting. our .battles as 
well as their own, it follows thatthose 
who fell died for us as well as for war 
associates. Surely no American will 
say it was not our bounden duty in 
our .own^war and with our huge re- 
sources in men, had it been possible, 
to have defended from the outset a 
third of the battle front. Had we done 
so, one-third of the losses during the 
period named would have bcc'n ours. 
In other words, onethird of the men 
actually killed died in place-of that 
number of Americans. One-third: of 
our Allies' losses, 200,000 men. died

Tho object was to see if fish live in 
ono portion of a lake,

fishermen might sometimes pull out 
tho big ono they missed while an- 
chored at some other spot on the 
lake.

It was twenty-nine years ago.. 
Early in 1839 John H. Nicholson, 


now of Denver and formerly of Janes- 
ville, Wis., came to tho Central Ho- 
tel as Boscobel for the night. The ho- 
tel was crowded. The clerk asked him 
to bunk in a double room with a fel< 
low commercial traveler, then known 
as a plain ordinary "traveling man," 
named S. E. Hill. 


Before they retired, each found the 


other spending a few minutes in de- 
votion. They joined each other in 
prayer. 


They met again and conceived the 


idea of an organization of Christian 
men who travel. On May 31 they met 
at Beaver Dam and decided to form 
this organization, for mutual recogni 
tion of such men and for united ser- 
vice to their Master. They called a 
meeting of all travelers interested In 
the proposal for Janesville, June 1. 


Three men showed up. The organ- 


ization now has about 6,000 members. 


But these three decided that they 


might build, and they shook hands 
and formed an 
organization. Then 


they -wanted a name. It was decided 
that they should ask guidance through 
prayer—that the first one to conceive 
of a name would speak it. 


After a few moments Mr. Knights 


read from the sixth and seventh chap 
ters of Judges the story of how Gide 
on was willing to do exactly what God 
wanted him to do, irrespective of his 
own judgment as to .the plans or re- 
sults. 


The name Gideons was adopted. The 


emblem was taken from tho story of 
Gideon in the Bible. Gideon led three 
hundred Israelites against the hordes 
of the MIdeonites. By the strategy of 
breaking 
pitchers in which lamps 


were placed the enemies were con 
fused • into fighting among themselves, 
and by great sounding of trumpets the 
enemies were stampeded intov a re- 
treating, defeated mob. 


So the tiny white urn from which a 


tinier red flame flickers was adopted 
as the Gideon insignia. 


All these things were recalled at the 


state convention of the Gideons, in 
session here Friday and tomorrow.

SOFT PALMETTO WOOD 


ADAPTEDFOR VENEER 


Trees Which Abound in Flor- 


ida Found to Be Useful in 
Making Furniture 


Atlanta— (XP) —The soft, spongy 


trunk of the tall palmetto trees which 
abound In Florida can now be worked 
into highly polished veneer for furni- 
ture, panels and other uses for which 
hard woods are commonly employed. 


John H. Henika, the energetic, 72- 


year-old foreman of the wood shop of 
Georgia School of Technolgy, Is the 
man whsc research has at last accom- 
plished this apparently impossible re- 
sult. 


The palmetto trunk is composed of 


extremely long, hard fibers held to- 
gether with exceptionally soft pith. 
That 
combination 
heretofore 
has 


made the wood practically useless for 
furniture, although It has been recog- 
nized as one of the most valuable ma- 
terials obtainable for piling In the 
construction of docks. 


Only recently has It been found 


possible to cut the trunk, which nev- 
er increases in girth 
after rising 


above the ground. Into tho thin ma- 
terial required for veneer. By sat- 
urating this with a solution of albu- 
min and caslin, Henika has been able 
to harden the pith sufficiently to give 
it a glazed polish. 


The treated pith will absorb any 


color sain, he says, while none will 
penetrate tho naturally hard fibers. 
They are thus pre. crved In their nat- 
ural color, regardless whrt shade Is 
used on the pith. Since one set of 
these fibres grow perpendicularly and 
others intertwine at an angle of about 
45 degrees, like the strands in rope. 


Babson Park, Mass.—In his weekly 


Interview today, Mr. Babson discusses 
tho farm land situation.

Wo cannot dismiss the 
disastrous slump in 'arm land values 
merely as an academic question. On 
the contrary, it is vital to our whole 
economic progress. You cannot have 
one-half the people losing their life- 
time investments and the other half 
prosperous as a permanent condition. 
That Is what it amounts to. About 
four-fifths of the fi" mer's total capi- 
tal is represented by his land. When 
the bottom drops out of that, as it has 
since 1920. we can readily understand 
why he feels blue. 


"Moreover, the farm question is go- 


ing to play a big part in our present 
national political campaign. Fully 60 
percent of the farmers bcliovo that 
some action should bo taken by the 
Federal Government toward farm re- 
lief. Just what form such relief should 
take is a much 
debated question. 


Some say, cheaper money, more cred- 
it, tariff, fixing of farm prices, 
tax 


reductions, freight reductions, market- 
ing aids, and other measures. I be- 
lieve that the only permanent relief 
will come through the operation of 
fundamental economic laws 
rather 


than 
man-made 
laws. 
Remember 


that the farming Industry Is subject 
to much the same swings from 
de- 


pression and prosperity as is manu- 


over th» country as a whole there Is 
a distinctly better feeling regarding 
tho future of form land values.

"Investments in farm lands or farm

"In an effort to determine what the 


real intrinsic value of good farm land 
is, I have had the assistance of an 
excellent survey by Homer G. Rock- 
wood* and company of Springfield, 111. 
True, this survey applies only to Cen- 
tral Illinois. It, however, covers the 
territory known as tho 'Heart of the 
Illinois Corn Belt* and contains some 
of the richest farm land in America. 
The one best qualified to answer the 
question about farm land values is 
the banker, because he knows what 
the returns have been to the owners 
of this land, as he financed them dur- 
ing the periods of inflation and defla- 
tion, during periods which followed 
the "World war. 


"In answer to the question, 'What, 


in your opinion, is the actual value 
per acre for best grifJe farm land, not 
including Improvements? 193 bankers 
stated an average of ?195 per acre. 
For poorest grade land the figure was 
$106 per acre. The average reported 
high price for which farms actually 
sold during the past year was $227 an 
acre and the average reported low 
price was $134 per aero. These fig- 
ures show" clearly tho deflation that 
has taken place since the War. 
Re- 


member that this is some of the best 
farming land in America. Much of it 
could not be bought for twice these 
prices in 1920. Another questionnaire 
was sent to grain elevator men. 140 
replies were received. 
These men 


place the actual value of this land, 
somewhat lower than the bankers:

loans have ..been very unpopular in 
tho past few years. This is typical 
of any Industry 
when it is going 


through a period of deflation. 
How- 


ever, this condition will not always 
last. 
There is Just so much good 


land and no more. In tho meantime, 
the population of the country Is out- 
standingly increasing. 
Also it must 


bo remembered that the production of 
food Is the fundamental business of 
the country. Just how soon farming 
will again become a generally pros- 
perous industry and form lands will 
increase In. value no one can sny. 
However, there arc doubtless bar- 
gains today in good farm property 
which are being overlooked bccnuso 
of the general unpopularity of the In- 
dustry. Two or three years of good 
crops at fair prices wo:ilcl work a re- 
marknblo change in the whole situa- 
tion. 
In fact one good crop might 


start tho recovery. 


"As a 
general proposition 
those 


farms are in the best shape which 
have been 
farmed by tho 
owners. 


Moreover, if I were Interested in pur- 
chasing farm lands as an Investment 
I would select a community where 
the surrounding farms are practlcinK 
diversification of crops. Such farms, 
reports show, are 
mostly In good 


shape. The trouble with many of the 
tenant farms is that they have been 
'corned and oatscd" nearly to death. 
I would also select a territory where 
there is considerable dairy business 
since this helps to diversify, and In 
case of crop failure, to hold up the 
general prosperity of tho section. Fur- 
thermore, prospective 
farm bmcrs 


should realize that tho real value of 
farm land is higher for tho farmer 
of his own land because It means n 
home and a roof over his head while 
he farms. 
On tho other hand, tho 


value is lower for tho man who buys 
for an Investment. In the latter case 
he must consider taxes, upkeep, and 
a reasonable interest return on his 
purchase price while ho Is waiting for 
tho long term recovery on his pur- 
chase price. The Babson chart of bus- 
iness now stands at 3 per cent nbovo 
normal."

"I will not bow to mob pressure and

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LTHOUGH the growth of Appleton is the result 
of practically one industry, the manufacture of 
paper, yet the city can look back on past years 
and recall that there never have'been great booms 
or serious depressions in Appleton, a situation 


which makes for stability in any community. The Fox River 
Valley is known throughout the country for its stable employ- 
ment conditions. 


(There are in the city qif Appleton six companies manufacturing paper an'd 
(employing the greatest'part of the city's working men. Within.a radius of 
five miles there are eight or ten other paper mills and with the convenient 
means of transportation from one point to another .tjiese .mills are easily 
accessible to workmen who wish to reside here. 


Manufacturing companies which depend in whole or in part upon the sale of 
their product to the community's paper mills are the next largest manu- 
factories in the city. There are the numerous machine companies which 
manufacture paper mill machinery, manufacturers of woolen felt blankets 
for paper machines, and wire work companies .which also depend on local 
paper mills to buy a part of their output. 


Two large pajJer converting plants allocated in Appleton, largely because 
they are conveniently located near the source of their material. One of these 
manufactures coated paper of all colors and kinds while the other is one of 
the largest crepe paper manufacturers in the country. Their output and 
sales compare very favorably with the general output of paper in the com-. 
munity and is a partial outlet for the local paper manufacturing industry.; 


Just recently Appleton has put-in a bid "for publishing honors in the middle 
west, another industry'which has been prompted tp-locate here because of 
the close proximity to the source of material.. Although the industry is very 
much in its infancy it gives indications of reaching a position of great 
importance.

Aside from the paper industry an'd its allied connections Appleton is well 
known for its knitting mills, manufacturers of knit goods of all kinds. The 
manufacturer of lumber and the;several kinds of manufacturing companies 
which use lumber for meat blocks, chairs, toys and custom, mill work also 
add to the city's industrial strength. 


OtKer articles manufactured in Appleton, some of them world leaders in ' 
their field,.are-hair pins,.metal specialties, farm machinery, pumps, structur- 
al iron, concrete and .granite products, furnaces, soap, boats, brass novelties, 
brooms, cigars, and car movers. 


.While Appleton?s industries may be centralize'd around the one article of 
general manufacture, paper, that article has become an essential in civilized 
life and there is little indication that the community will ever suffer from 
closed factories. 


Manufacturing companies bring to the city, tlie community's payroll, and 
that they have done much to make Appleton residents prosperous is best in- 
clicate'd by the fact that Appleton is primarily a city of workmen who own 
their homes—prosperous and contented workmen.
